FLORIDIANS' INCOME UP 
134 PER CENT SINCE 1940 


Per capita income of Flor- 
ans amounted to $1,102 last 
year, up 134 per cent since 19- 
40 but slightly below 1948, the 
Florida State Chamber of Com- 
merce reported yesterday. 

Last year's per capita income 
of Floridians was the highest 
on record with the exception 
of 1947 and 1948. Revised of- 
ficial figures for these two 
years are shown in this week's 
business review of the State 
Chamber's research and in- 
dustrial division as $1,103 and 
$1,129 respectively. 

Florida stood first in the 
Southeast in per capita income 
last year, a position the State 
has maintained since 1929 (the 


come figures are available) ex1 
first year for which official in- 
cept in 1941 and 1942 when Vir: 
ginia was slightly ahead. 

Per capita income nationally 
in 1949 was 131 per cent above 
come figures are available) ex- 
from 1948. Florida's comparable 
percentages were better in each 
of these two instances. 

The relation of Florida's per 
capita income to the national 
per capita income has improv- 
ed over the period since 1929. 
Last year Floridians earned 83 
per cent as much as the nation- 
al average. This per cent, 
though not as great as in war 
years, is higher than in 1948
